tried her fortune with the 
historical novel, by  pro- 
ducing ‘*The Huguenot 
Family,” three volumes, that, 
despite the French names 
they displayed, and tho 
French air about them, 
achieved a fair success. It 
is by her shorter tales and 
essays, however, that she is 
perhaps best known. 

Thus, ‘‘ Days of Yore,” 
two volumes of interesting 
short tales, appeared in 1866, 
and met with a very favour- 
able reception. The stories 

contain some capital desorip- 

/ tions of domestic life in 

/ Nolland, England, Ireland, 
/ and Scotland, but principally 
/ in the latter country, in the 
/ times to which the epithet 
/ ‘‘ pood old” is applied with

The scenes from Scottish 
history are specially en- 
gaging, and not the least so 
that giving an insight into 
the manner in which mar- 
riages were arranged at 
Edinburgh towards the close 
of tho last century.

Cookery und Domestic Hints.

Mitangss Cream.—A_ pint. of new milk and five ounces of 
loaf sugar, boiled, three-quarters of an ounce of isinglass dis- 
solved in a gill of water, the yolks of eight fresh eggs, well 
beaten; add the milk to the eggs while hot, but not boiling ; 
stir over a gentle fire till at boiling heat; strain into a basin ; stir 
in the isinglass and a gill of thick cream; flavour with twenty - 
five drops of any kind of essence, or with three tablespoonfuls 
of Maraschino, Curacao, or rum. Pour the mixture into a 
mould slightly rubbed with oil of sweet almonds, and let it 
stand in a cool place till firmly set, 


Lemon JxeLuy.—Rub ten ounces of loaf sugar on the rinds of 
eight lemons, to extract the essence; express and strain tho 
juice ; put the juice and the sugar into a pint of water, and boil 
(skimming carefully) till it becomes quite bright; adda few 
drops of burnt sugar to colour it. ‘Dissolve an ounce and a 
quarter of isinglass in a gill of water; mix this with the rest, 
add a wineglassful of whisky or gin, and strain through a jelly 
bag. Put the jelly into a mould or moulds, and let it stand in 
a cool place till set, or on ice for an hour, 


_ Junior Unirep Puppina.—Cut into slices, a quarter of an 
inch thick, half a pound of sponge cake two days old; spread 
one side with fresh butter (three ounces for the whole) and the 
other with marmalade (half a pound for the pudding), Boil 
two ounces of loat sugar in half a pint of new milk; beat fuur 
fresh eggs; add the milk to the eggs while hot, but not boiling, 
Butter a plain tin pint and a half mould; lay in the cake 
(buttered side next the tin) and custard alternately till full. 
Let it stand halfan hour to soak; then bake in a well-heated 
oven for an hour and ten minutes. Turn out carefully, and 
servo With or without sauce.— Cre-Fydd's Family Fare. 


Dhe Useful Corner,

Coven Mixrurgs,--With the changeable weather usual in 
Spring, coughs are often acquired in the most unaccountable 
way, and prove very troublesome. The following simple house- 
hold. remedies recommended in “ Wholesome. Iare’’ may be 
useful to some of our readers. In our articles on ‘ Family 
Medicine”? we spoke at some length on colds and their treat- 
ment, but the receipts we then gave, being more complicated, 
would perhaps scarcely prove so useful to those residing in 
country districts as the following :-— 

For a Cough.—As a sort of preserve to suck and keep the 
mouth moist from time to time, take a quarter of a pound of 
figs, open them, put a small sprig of rue inside each fig, and 
place them ina covered jar. ‘Then place a thin layer of powdered 
sugar, or some brown sugar-candy, between each layer of figs, 
and pour over them a quarter of a pint of rum, and the same 
quantity of good vinegar. 

Drink for a Cough,—Into four pints of cold water put two 
large handfuls of good, sweet, and new bran, from the best 
wheat. Boil it till 1t is reduced to half the quantity, let it stand 
to settle, then strain it, and add half a pound of the best raisins, 
opened and stoned. Swecton it with brown sugar-candy, and 
take it whenever the cough is troublesome. It will be observed 
that this drink contains no opiate or anodyne; but, acting 
merely as an emulcient, may be taken without apprehension as 
often as the irritating fit comes on. 


Cough Medicine.—As much finely pounded saltpetre as will lie 
upon a sixpenco taken every morning ina teaspoonful of honey 
will be found to relieve the breathing greatly, Tho remedy 1s 
simple, but those who have tried it pronounce it to be a very 
good one. 

May Drink (German). — ‘This delicious beverage, says 
Delamere, is limited to the season when the shoots of tho 
Woodruff (Asperula odorata) are fresh and tender—say from the 
middle of April till the middle of June, according to climate 
and situation. or earlier uso, plants may be forced in a hot- 
bed; but their perfume will be inforior to that of those grown 
naturally. Put into a tankard or into a large covered gluss 
made for the purpose, a small bunch of woodruff, a few lumps 
of sugar, and two or three slices of lemon, or orange, or both. 
Then fill up with common, weak white wine; the poorest and 
thinnest Rhine wine is the proper thing to use, Halt red Rhine 
wine and half white may be employed. Cider with a glass of 
sherry or Madeira in it, makes not a bad imitation. Let all 
steep, inva very cool place, a few hours, or even all night, with 
the cover down, and serve with the solids floating in it. 

Disues with Waits or Kac.—Housekeepers often experience 
a difficulty in using up the whites of eggs, most kinds of pastry 
requiring a larger proportion of the yolks than of the whites. 
‘The three following receipts, supplied by the correspondent ot 
a contemporary, for sweet dishes requiring the whites of eggs 
only may therefore prove useful to some of our readers, 
especially at this season. ; 


Meringues.—After beating tho whites of five eggs to a strong 
froth, adda tablespoonful and a half of sifted loaf sugar, and 
mix it in by degrees. Flour or sugar some paper, and drop the 
mixture on it about the size ofa pigeon's egg, or turn it out of 
a spoon; put it inthe oven for twenty minutes. When cold, 
scrape out any of the froth remaining moist inside, and fill them 
either with flavoured whipped cream or jam, ‘hey should be 
baked in a slow oven; and, if not sent. to table at once, it is 
better to put them in the oven again for five minutes before 
serving, to raiso them, 

Lemon Honeycomb.—This is a very simple diab endymbked Qu 
pleasant variety on a supper-table. Sweoten tha juice oben eee 
to taste, and put it into the dish in which it will be sent hs table. 
‘The white of an egg must be beaten into a pint of rich cream, 
and whisked ; as the froth rises it is to be placed on tho lemon 
juice, and has alight and pretty appearance. It is desirable to 
prepare this dish the day before 10 18 required, and a few of the 
very small ratafia biscuits, strewed over it just before it is sent 
up,are an improvement. si : ; 

A German Sweet Dish.—Voil some Spanish chestnuts until 
they are soft enough to be crushed with « spoon, and pass them 
through a sieve. Beat up the whites of six or eight eggs into 
a froth, with half a pound cf lamp sugar that has been grated 
on the rind ofa lemon. Pile up the chestnuts while warm in 4 
dish, and cover them thickly with the whip just before serving 


them.

High Lite wd General Gossip. 


A Frorence letter in the Moniteur, speaking of Prince 
Humbert’s marriage, says:—‘* The whole of the Royal 
household is to receive now liveries of extraordinary 
elegance on this. occasion. A body guard, similar in 
humber and organisution to the French Cent Gardes, is 
being instituted provisionally, but will probably be 
maintained definitively. The silvered helmets of thoso 
soldiers will be surmounted by a gilt Roman eagle, and 
their breastplates will bear the star of Italy with golden 


rays. The carriage used by the young couple will be the 
same that was ordered by King Charles Albert for the 
arrival of Maria Theresa, mother of King Victor Em- 
manuel, Although re-decorated, the initials M. 'T. will 
be allowed to remain. Scaffoldings to bear plaster statues 
of Charles Albert and Victor Emmanuel are being erected 
on the two principal public squares of Florence. The 
latter figure will be probably afterwards cast in bronze. 
In fact, nothing will be as tetas to give to the rejoicings, 
by their brilliancy, and the prestige of historical recol- 
lections, an allegorical signification of the unity of Italy 
under the present dynasty. Tho marriage now preparing 
will bo at the same timo the starting-point of an important 
reform in Court etiquette. For those persons who have 
no special uniform, the coat of official coremonies must 
henceforth be of velvet, of any colouriexcept blue, with a 
collar of silver embroidery; kerseymere trousers, white, 
or of the same shade as the coat, a cocked hat with silver 
lace, and a sword with mountings of the same metal. 
The knights and dignitaries of the Order of St. Maurice 
and St. Lazarus will wear a military uniform, consisting 
of a green coat with gilt embroidery, trousers of tho same 
colour; with a white band, cocked hat, and sword with 
gilt ornaments. Tho deputies and the members of the 
municipalities of the city in which the Court is residing 
will alone have a right to be admitted in black coats. The 
new regulations will not, however, bo rigorously enforced 
on the occasion of the marriage.” In our next number 
wo hope to give a portrait of the Princess, and a detailed 
account of the wedding. -

Ti1k excitement in the Irish capital consequent on the 
Royal yisit has been most intense, and the enthusiastic 
welcome accorded by all classes of the population goes far 
to prove that Fenianism has been transplanted almost 
wholly from America, and has taken no hold on the 
main body of the people.

managed somehow in the goneral excitement and con- 
fusion, to scramble on to the top of one of the carriages ; 
and in this novel and somewhat perilous position sho 
travelled the whole way.

THE installation of H.R.H. the Prince of i 
the Order of St. Patrick having been i A he eee? 
general conversation during the past week, it may not be 
out of place to glance at some matters of interest con-~ 
nected with the Order, such as the ensigns and habits that 
distinguish it. These consist of a collar, badge, ribbon 
star, mantle, surcoat and hood, under habit, and ca ; 
‘The Collar is of gold, composed of roses and of harps al. 
ternate, tied together with a knot of gold, the roses eing 
enamelled alternately, white leaves within red, and red 
leaves within white, and in the centre an Imperial Crown, 
surmounting a harp of gold, from which the badge is to 
hang. ‘the Badges worn by tho original J} nights 
founders in 1783 were entirely of gold, of an oval form, 
surrounded with a wreath of shamrock, or trefoil vert, 
within which is a circle of sky-blue enamel, containing 
the motto of the Order, ‘‘ Quis Separabit ?”’ and the date, 
* MDOCLX XXIII,” encircling in a field argent the Cross 
of Saint Patrick, gules, charged with a trefoil vert, 
having upon each of its leaves an Imperial Crown, or; 
but in the present badges the field is left open or pierced, 
Tho motto, “ Quis Separabit” occurs on a medal struck 
in the reign of Quoon Anne, in allusion to the declara- 
tion in her Spevch to Parliament on the 9th November, 
1703, of hor “ earnest desires to see her subjects in 
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orfect peace and union.” The Ribbon is of light or sky- 


lue silk, four inches in breadth, and not watered. It is 
worn over the right shoulder, with a badge suspended 
from it. Tho Star consists of the Cross of St. Patrick, 
gules, ona field argent, charged with a trefoil as on the 
badge, surmounted by a sky-blue enamelled circle, con- 
taining the motto and date, and it is encircled by four 
greater and two lesser rays of silver. It is worn on the 
left side of the mantle, coat, - or other outer garment, by 
the Knights, immediately after their Installation, or on 
receiving a Royal warrant dispensing with their per- 
formance of that ceremony; but no Knight-elect is en- 
titled to wear either the star or collar, The mautle is 
made of rich sky-blue silk, satin, or tabinot, of Irish 
manufacture, lined with white ducape silk, and has on 
the right shoulder a hood of similar material and colour, 
and also lined with white silk. It is fastened by a cordon 
of blue silk and gold, haying a pair of tassels of the same 
materials. The Surcoat is likewise of sky-blue satin, 
silk, or tabinet, lined with white silk; but it is not men- 
tioned in the statutes.. Of the Under Habit nothing is 
said in the statutes, and it is doubtful if one was worn 
until King George IV. commanded tho Knights, at the 
Installation in August, 1821, to wear a doublet and trunk 
hose a la Henri Quatre, made of white satin, trimmed with 
silver lace and ‘Vandyke fringe. Their stockings aro of 
white silk, with crimson knee rosettes, Thoy formerly 
wore shoes of white leather, with knots of crimson rib- 
bon; bnt King George IV. substituted boots of white 
kid leather turned up with sky-blue, with red heels and a 
bow of crimson ribbon on the instep, attached to the 
spur leather, and gilt spurs, which alteration has since 
been authorised by a Statute of King William IV.,, 

assed in 1833. he Sword is like that usually called a 
Knight's Sword, having a crossguard hilt, gilt; and the 
Scabbard is of crimson velvet. The Belt, which was origi- 
nally of crimson satin, is now also of crimson velvet. 
The Hat was originally round, covered with white satin, 
and lined with blue, the front turned back, having an 
imitation of the Star affixed thereto, surmounted with 
three falls of ostrich feathers, red, blue, and white, and 
round tho hat was a band of crimson satin, embroidered, 
like the collar of the Order. In August, 1821, the King 
commanded that the hat should be of black velvet with- 
out the band; and in the additional statute of the 17th 
May, 1833, it is thus described :—‘‘ A round hat of black 
velvet, the front of which shall be turned back, and the 
Star of the Order shall -be affixed thereon; and the 
said hat shall bo surmounted with three falls of ostrich 
feathers, which shall be red, blue, and white.’”’—During 
the ceremony of installation on Saturday last, the 
Princess of Wales watched the proceedings with the 
liveliest interest. 

At the Mansion Houso ball the Princess wore a dress 
of pink satin and flounce of rich Irish lace, presented to 
her by the ladies of Ireland, The ball was opened by the 
Prince of Wales with the Lady Mayoress, and the Princess 
with the Lord Mayor. Prince Teck, who wore the blue 
nniform of an Austrian officer of Hussars, danced with 
the Marchioness of Abercorn, and the Lord Lieutenant 
with the Marchioness of Carmarthen, Supper was served 
at one o'clock, and the company numbered twelve 
hundred.

_ Plenty of employment may now be found in the greenhouse 
by those who are disposed to seek it. For instance, those who set 
Savon t even at this late period, may, by striking good cuttings 
‘of geraiiinms, calceolarias, petunias, and verbenas, supply them.

Spring-struck geraniums come into bloom so late that the best- 


part-of the season is lost before they begin to be ornamental; 
but variegated-leaved kinds strike well now, and, as their blooms 
‘are of secondary importance, those who want supplies may kee 
-théir- plants at work until summer. hag fairly set in, For. at 
ordinary apring propagation a temperature of 60° is quite enough ; 
indeed a bottom-heat of 0° will bring on cuttings and seeds of 
greenhouse plants and half hardy annuals better than one of 70° 
or 80°, whichis considered so essential. At this time of year the 
amateur enjoys the advantage that he cin turn gun-heat to 
‘account, and thus, by means of pits and frames, increase the 
area of accommodation for young stock. The merely consign- 
ing plants to a pit or frame set in a south exposure may or may 
not be a wise plan, butif the thing be done according to system, 
numbers of things may be cbdtimhitted to such structure, which 
are usually nursed a month longer in the greenhouse. To 
make the most of sun-heat, put the frames on'raised beds of sand 
or gravel. As fast as cuttings can be had rooted pot them into 
thumb-pots in generous compost, and let them have bottom- 
‘heat for one week longer; then transfer them to the raised bed 
of sand, or gravel, or peat, in'tho frames., A bright, warm, 
‘sunny morning must be chosen for the removal. - 

Musk ‘is a plant very easily propagated, and ‘has become of 
late years a great favourite for windows, In open gardens it 
forms, too, a very fair summer bordering, and succeeds best in 
ashady place. This plant is very tenacious of water overhead, 
but it requires a liberal supply at the roots, 

Box and thrift may yet be planted for edgings to beds or 
borders, and if supplied with water in dry weather, they will 
take root and grow freely, 

Hardy annuals may still be sown in the flower-garden where 
they aré to bloom, but it ia well to sow a few in pots at the 
same time ag a reserve, to be transplanted in May or June, to 
fill up vacancies where they occur. eins 

Plants indoors in pots should be kept free from weeds, and 
the surface of the soil, as wo have more than onee advised, 
‘should occasionally be stirred with the point of a stick, as this 
-prevents moss forming over it, and also permits the water to 
‘penetrate freely to the roots, : 
| We. are reminded by the Gardener’s Magazine that as sub- 
-Atituies for ordinary beddera in ribbons and beds, annuals are 
coming into general use. The charming Lobelia speciosa, 
treated as an annual and raised from seed sown early in the 

ear, makes a capital first line in a ribbon. It will doubtless 
te in the race of dwarf French marigolds that we shall find a 
substitute for the calceolaria, which has been strangely affected 
for several seasons in succession, so that the best planted beds 
show gaps from time to time, and incessant labour-is requisite 
to make them good, by means of reserve plants. The Tom

of the Tom Thumb section, after colour, is in the dwarf com- 
pact habit, without which few subjects are adapted for bedding.
